TO  s THE  CHAIHMAN  AND  IffiMBSHS  OF  THE  BLYTH  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Uy  Lord,  My  Ladies,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1954?  during 
which  year,  until  10th  October,  Dr.  J.  B.  Kershaw  was  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health. 

The  Rates  which  are  among  the  most  sensitive  indices  to  the 
social  conditions  of  an  area  are  - 

1.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  which  in  Blyth  Rural  District 
is  slightly  greater  than  the  average  for  England  and 
Wales. 

2.  The  Death  Rate  of  children  aged  one  to  two  years  - nil 
here . 

3.  The  Death  Rate  due  to  tuberculosis  - nil  here,  and  incident- 
ally much  reduced  throughout  the  Country. 

4.  The  Standardised  (adjusted)  Death  Rate  - v/hich  here  is 
slightly  less  than  that  of  England  and  Wales  in  general. 

The  year  was  marked  by  several  items  of  importance  - 

(i)  Growth  of  the  Council's  Water  Schemes  continued. 

(ii)  During  late  April,  early  May,  an  outbreak  of  gastro- 
enteritis occurred  in  Great  Glemham  Village  County  Primary 
School  - diarrhoea  and  vomiting  occurred  and  eighteen 
children  were  absent  for  some  days. 

The  cause  of  the  outbreak  was  undiscoveredi  it  did  not 
prove  to  be  food  poisoning. 

(iii)  In  early  June,  an  outbreak  of  gastro-enteritis  occurred  in 
Snape . Several  individuals  - adults  and  children  - 
developed  abdominal  pain  and  vomiting.  The  illness  lasted 
twenty-four  hours,  followed  by  weakness.  There  was  no 
evidence  that  food  or  v/ater  was  tho  cause. 

(iv)  In  early  July,  an  outbreak  of  "septic  sore  throat"  occurred 
in  tho  Walpole  area.  The  maximum  number  of  absentees  from 
Cookley  and  Walpole  County  Primary  School  was  ten  on  6th 
July;  first  absence  occurred  on  29th  June.

Measures  taken  were  to  advise  that  all  septic  skin  lesions 
be  covered  and  all  children  with  nasal  or  aural  discharges 
were  excluded  from  school,  ill  children  were  referred  to 
their  general  practitioners.  The  outbreak  soon  subsided. 

(v)  TV;o  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year  - 

(a)  a solitary  c .r:'-:  w ;s  found  in  ..a  man  of  72? -f"-t 

the  end  of  April.  Investigation  revealed  no  other  case 
of  suspicious  illness. 

(b)  the  other  case  was  that  of  a man  taken  ill  while  travel- 
ling from  Kings  Lynn  region. 

Luring  the  year,  two  other  important  matters  occurred  - 

(i)  On  Jnly,  1954?  the  Government  control  of  slaughtering 
ceased  and  private  slaughtering  v/as  re-instituted.  During 
the  transition  period,  the  Council  v/as  required  to  see  that 
sufficient  slaughtering  accommodation  was  available  for  the 
needs  of  each  district?  a survey  of  slaughterhouses  was 
carried  out  and  consultations  v/ere  arranged  with  the 
Organisations  representing  farmers  and  meat  traders. 

Applications  for  the  licensing  of  slaughterhouses  were 
received  and  all  v/ere  granted. 

(ii)  Prom  1st  October,  1954?  by  Government  Order  it  was  made 

compulsory  to  provide  caps  or  covers  overlapping  the  lips 
of  containers  of  pasteurised  milk,  and  also  milk  distributors 
were  required  to  put  pasteurised  milk  into  the  containers  in 
which  it  is  to  be  delivered  to  the  consumer  at  the  premises 
at  which  it  is  pasteurised. 

Regarding  tuberculosis,  the  position  remained  virtually  unchanged 
- fourteen  new  names  were  added  to  the  register  (new  cases  and  persons 
coming  to  live  in  this  area)  and  thirteen  cases  were  removed  from  tho 
register . 

The  information  in  this  report  on  food  premises,  shops,  factories 
and  housing  is  compiled  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  to  whom  I am 
indebted.

Note  on  Adjusted  Birth  Rate. 

Local  Birth  Rates  are  usually  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These 
populations  are  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons 
of  all  ages,  including  many  who  quite  obviously  have  no  influence  on 
the  reproductive  process.  These  latter  do,  hov/ever,  affect  the  birth 
rate  in  that  a preponderance  of  them  in  the  population  of  an  area 
tends  to  lower,  and  a small  proportion  of  them  to  raise,  the  true  rate. 
Considerable  variation  in  the  size  of  this  proportion  exists  in  differ- 
ent areas  and  it  is  therefore  apparent  that  the  elimination  or  stand- 
ardisation of  such  a factor  enables  a truer  comparison  between  areas. 

A result  on  these  lines  is  obtained  through  the  issue  by  the  Registrar 
General  of  a comparability  factor  for  each  area  for  use  with  birth 
rates.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  resulting  from  the  multiplication  of 
the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  its  comparability  factor  may  be 
regarded  as  being  comparable  with  the  adjusted  rate  of  any  other  area 
or  v/ith  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

During  1953,  232  children  had  primary  immunisations. 

The  importance  of  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  to  bo  stressed  as 
although  there  is  a much  reduced  incidence  it  still  does  occur  and  will 
increase  if  immunisation  is  not  carried  out  on  a largo  enough  scale. 


Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  can  he  carried  out 
by  three  injections  (one  at  monthly  intervals)  of  the  one  material  and 
gives  little  or  no  ill-effects.  It  can  be  started  at  the  age  of  3-4 
months. 

Vaccination  is  still  recommended  in  all  infants,  particularly  the  males. 
With  new  technique  there  should  be  no  harmful  effects  to  the  child.
